In another column of this is- 
sue appears a copy of a circular 
letter addressed to members of 
the local unions of district 18, 
by Andrew Wilson for acting 
chairman of commission district 
18, United Mine Workers of 
America’ The circular purports 


to give the cause of the strike} 
at the Blue Diamond steam coal | 


mine at Brule. The circular states 
that a contract was entered into 
in August last, between the man- 
agement of the Blue Diamond 
company and the employees of 
the mine, and that the attempted 
enforcement of a dockage sys- 
tem by the management in Febru- 
ary last was a violation of the con- 
tract and the cause of the strike. 

The circular gives no informa- 
tion as to the dockage system 
to which exception was taken. 
Without such information the 
rights of the question are left in 
doubt. From information glean- 
ed from the best sources available 
it would appear that the manage- 
ment took exception to the pro- 
portion of rock mined with and 
weighed as coal, The seams of 
steam coal are found in rock, 
Coal will burn; rock will not.

18 pages are occupied by the 
terms of a general agreement. The

Association. Twenty-eight of 
these special agreements regard- 
ing local conditions include pro- 
visions regarding dockage. All 
the southern and the more im- 
portant of the northern steam coal 
mines, and as well the Drum- 
heller and Galt domestic coal 
mines are protected by agree- 
ments regarding dockage for the 
presence of foreign matter 
amongst the coal. These agree- 
ments are ample evidence of the 
recognised need of protecting the 
mine by dockage for waste in coal. 
Without such protection a mine 
could easily be forced out of the 
market. 

The Blue Diamond company is 
not a member of the Western Can- 
ada Coal Operators’ Association. 
Sut in August last, after the pres- 
ent owuers had taken over the 
mine, an agreement between the 
Ilue Diamond company and the 
U.M.W.A. was entered into and 
duly signed) The mine was con- 
tinued in operation under that 
agreement from August 19th, 
1920, until February 22ud, 1921.
